This issue of Malabar Trogon carries a complete 
and updated systematic list of the birds of Kerala. In the 
former published systematic lists of the birds of the State 
(Birds of Kerala (Salim Ali 1969), A Book of Kerala Birds 
(Neelakantan el al. 1993), Keralathile Pakshikal 
(Neelakantan 1996) all species so far recorded were 
included. Some of them were one-off records of 
stragglers never recorded after the initial sighting, 
decades ago. Several were seen in regions not part of 
Kerala now. Yet another category was species wrongly 
identified. The occurrence of each species in Kerala has 
been reviewed and evaluated in the upcoming 
publication Birds of Kerala - Status and Distribution to be 
published by D C Books, Kottayam, Kerala. This checklist 
published here as a special issue of Malabar Trogon is 
based on this upcoming publication and authors would 
like to thank D C Books for agreeing to circulate this 
information prior to the actual 
publication of the book. 

Thus this is the first comprehensive and authoritative 
list of the birds of this State to be published in recent 
years. Authentic local checklists are very much relevant 
as they contribute to the ornithological knowledge of a 
country and the biogeographic region. We are publishing 
this list so that it will reach all who are interested in the 
birds of Kerala.

Anderton 2005 in Birds of South Asia - The Ripley Guide are mentioned along with.

All common and scientific names are as per Birds of Kerala - Status and Distribution (BOK-S&D). 
All subspecies which are included separately in BoK-S&D are also included as separate items here but not 
given unique numbers. E.g. 98a Shaheen 

All species and subspecies which are grouped as a single account in BoK-S&D are included as one item here 
with the (sub) species not fully conforming with the criteria for inclusion in brackets. E.g. Jungle Bush-Quail 
(Rock Bush-Quail), Aviceda leuphotes syama (leuphotes) 

All species and subspecies included in BoK-S&D which are not listed separately are included under the same 
item separated by slash. E.g. Brown Shrike / Philippine Shrike, Galloperdix spadicea spadicea/stewarti 
All species that has been recorded post 3 1st Dec. 2008 from Kerala and conform to the criteria for inclusion (7 
species) are indicated in italics. E.g. "Yellow-billed Tropicbird"

Silent Valley Silver Jubilee Janakeeyaghosham 

Silver Jubilee celebration of the formation of the Silent Valley National Park was organized jointly 
other environmental NGOs of Kerala at Malabar Christian College, Kozhikode on 10 and 11* November 
2009. Noted environmentalist Shri. Sundarlal Bahuguna inaugurated the function. Prof. M.K. Prasad, Shri. 
Panduranga Hegde, Smt. Sugathakumari, Prof. Vishnu Narayanan Nambuthiri, Dr. VS. Vijayan, Dr. 
Shoshamma Ipe, Dr. A. Achyuthan, Prof. Shaobheendran, T.P Padmanabhan Master, P. N. Unnikrishnan, P. 
K. Uthaman, N. Badusha and K. P. Abdul Wahab spoke during the various sessions of the programme. A 
gettogether of poets, slide talk by Shri. P. K. Uthaman and Photo Exhibition by Sri. N.P Jayan on Silent Valley 
also marked the occasion. 

Butterfly Migration Study Camp 

The 10 th annual butterfly migration study camp was organized at Aralam Wildlife Sanctuary from 8 to 
10 th January 2010. As many as 73 butterfly enthusiasts from all over Kerala attended the programme. Sri. K. 
V, Uthaman Wildlife Warden, Aralam WLS inaugurated the programme. Sri. Gopalan, K, Asst. Wildlife 
Warden welcomed the gathering. Sri. V. C. Balakrishnan, Sri. Balakrishnan Valappil and Dr. Jafer Palot 
delivered talks on butterflies and their migration. The migration of Common Albatross in 9 localities of the 
sanctuary was observed and assessed. The influx of migration was maximum at Chavachithode area of the 
sanctuary on 9 th January 2010 with more than 3000 butterflies in 5 minutes from 11.50 AM to 1 1 .55 AM. 122 
butterfly species were observed during the survey including the rare Maculate Lancer, Paintbrush Swift and 
Common Onyx. 

Annual Waterfowl Census: 

The Annual Waterfowl Census of northern Kerala districts of Kasaragod, Kannur, Kozhikode, 
Wayanad and Malappuram was conducted during 15 - 31 st January 2010. More than 38 wetland sites were 
covered during the survey. Sri.C.Sashikumar, co-ordinated the survey. 

Annam -National Food & Agro-Biodiversity Festival 

Jointly with Centre for Innovation in Science & Social Action (CISS A), organized a one day seminar 
(Annam National Food & Agro-biodiversity festival ) on Biodiversity, Development and Poverty Alleviation 
on 13 th February 2010 at Baby Marine Ground, Beach, Kozhikode. Shri. Binoy Viswam, Hon. Minister for 
Forests & Housing inaugurated the Seminar, Dr.S. Sathish Chandran Nair delivered the key note address. 
Shri. T.P. Padmanabhan Master, Dr. A. Bijukumar, Dr. Ansari, Dr. T. N. Vijayakumar, Prof. B. Shobheendran 
and Shri. Ajith Venniyur spoke on the occasion. MNHS also arranged a photo exhibition on 'Birds' by Shri.

Bird Survey at Aralam WLS: 

The 11 th annual bird survey at Aralam Wildlife Sanctuary was conducted on 12, 13, 14" 1 March 2010. 
44 bird watchers participated in the survey. 140 species of birds were recorded during the survey. This 
included 3 species new to the sanctuary. Thus, the total number of species recorded in the sanctuary has come 
up to 23 1 . Sri. C. Sashikumar, K.V Uthaman and SathyanMeppayur coordinated the survey. 

One day Seminar on Malabar Wildlife Sanctuary & Biodiversity Conservation 

In connection with the declaration of Malabar WLS, Kerala Forests & Wildlife Department jointly 
with Kerala State Biodiversity Board, Zoological Survey of India and Malabar Natural History Society 
organized a seminar on the importance of Malabar WLS. Shri. Binoy Viswam, Hon. Minister for Forests & 
Housing inaugurated the programme. Dr. VS. Vijayan, Chairman, Kerala State Biodiversity Board delivered 
the keynote address. Dr. Jomy Augustine spoke on the flora of the Malabar WLS, Dr. Jafer Palot on fauna, 
Shri. Sathyan Mepayur on avifauna and Dr. Pradeep kumar on water resources of the sanctuary. Shri. B. S. 
Corie, Chief Conservator of Forests (Biodiversity Cell) talked on the new biodiversity conservation 
imitative of the department. As many as 500 students from various colleges of Kozhikode and Wayanad 
districts participated in the programme.

We have been hosting the Kerala Bird Race, a signature event of the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Banking Corporation Ltd. (HSBC), for the last three years at Kozhikde in association with 
the Keralabirder, an email discussion group of birdwatchers, and Eco-Media, a Mumbai-based 
Environment Conservation Organisation. It was held on 15th November 2009 to commemorate the 
birth anniversary of late Dr. Salim Ali. Some of the important birding locations visited by the birders 
in the race included the Wayanad WLS, Chemballikundu, , Kattampally wetlands, Aralam WLS, 
Madayipara, Velimucku Chali wetlands, Kottooli, Mavoor wetlands, Kadalundy Community 
Reserve and Purathur (Bharathapuzha estuary). 187 species of birds were sighted in all during the 
Bird Race. 13 teams of birdwatchers participated. The team assembled at Hotel Span, Kozhikode in 
the evening to share their experience. Prof. M. Gokuldas, Head of the Department of Zoology, University 
of Calicut inaugurated the concluding session. He pointed out the significance of converting the events like 
bird races for initiating thoughts and activities in common people towards the protection and conservation of 
nature around us. Sri. Satyan Meppayur of MNHS presided over the function. Dr. Jafer Palot of MNHS 
welcomed the gathering and Sri. Muhamed Rafeek gave vote of thanks. 

The team from Kannur comprising Dr. Jayan Thomas, an Ophthalmologist, and PC.

Sasidharan Manekara & team with 94 species and the third prize won by Roshnath & team with 86 species. 
Spotted Redshank spotted by Dr Jayan Thomas & team was adjudged as the bird of the day. 
Afdm on birds by David Attenborough was shown followed by dinner.
